TlieC. P. Railway the Route for 

Sceiiei-y.

Thomas Magee, a promiiiunt citizun 
at San Francisco, who baa just jiassed 
over the 0. P. Railway from British 
' ^, Oplumbia to Montreal, writes to the 
Bulletin: 

GRADES OE 2G4 PEET TO THE IHLE. 

For a stretcb of bome fifty uiilea in 
the Selkirk ii;ii!f:;e— tlie midiile iiiouii- 
tuin range over wliicli tin; roiid pataes 
— there are grades of 100 to 120 feet 
to the oiiie^.^nd for; nearly,^ fiTe.''>nik'.s 
from Field Station, in the main Rock 
Range, there is a grailo of fivR feet iu 
the 100 or 2G4 feet to the mile. Tlie 
higheat ^raile to tho mile on the Cen- 
tral and Union Pacific roads i.s IIG 
feet. The Union Pticific's highe.st .sum- 
mit crossing at Sherman is S,2iO feot 
and tb'e Central Pacific 7,025, while 
the highest Bummit crossing on the 
Canadian Pacific is but 5,296 feet, in 
the Rocky Mountains whore tho high 
grade to the niilo named is experienc- 
ed, Over tiiis 5 mile pull wo had on 
three engines, two of alioiit thirty livo 
tons each in front, wliich did little 
more than puJl themselves up, and in 
the rear an iron bull monster which 
butted ii.s up the gr^sdl'.H with tiie long- 
e.st and hcavie.st .stcain Kiioi'ls and 
tlirol).s 1 ever heard from u hjeomolivc. 
It Hoemed re|}eiit('dly that he would 
burst hiB licry heart, lli' wii.s a IKi- 
ton engine and i.;UTii'(i \~>i jiouiuIh of 
ateam. Ilia gicat, wei;;lit gave him im 
meniie gripping or traction power on 
the rail.s, although, even with all Ihh 
weight and Hteam iiuttiii<; power, his 
driving- wIk'I'Ih rfpralcdly slippcil, uu 
which occawions live or .six terrilic rapid 
steam snorts would heemitteri from his 
funnel nostrils. Several tiiue.^ it seem- 
ed that he would blow himself and all 
near bim to piecea There are three 
aafety switches on the heavy grade 
named, so that if trains sli]! and run 
away, as they .sometimes) do, I am told, 
and onco witli fatal rcsull.s, the train 
can be run into a safety switch, with 
an up grade, and thus have its ilying 
downward way arrested. The hig loco- 
motive named, the conductor told ni", 
can only take eight L'(Mon loaded 
freight car.s up the grade, ami tlii.s it 
Hcenied tn iiie would h.) too inucli for 
it, judging from the Ijin-.-^tiiifj' throbs it 
emitted. It atlainc 1 at a 4 or 5-niile 
speed only iu ])ushiijg our train of .si.K 
cars up hill and that with two loco 
motives ahead, too. 

-THE ROAD OF n04DS FOR BOKNBRV. 
I^iit if tho Canadian Pacific cannot 
yet at least coniinand much local 
freight traflic for 500 miles from its 
western terminus, and if it has grades 
(p overconu! liiat KiHiin rather dilliciilt 
of operation with any uiargin of profit, 
)t can comm(ind the admiration of tho 
world as the scenirf route. Nothing on 
thu Norlh(!rn Pacific or on the Cen- 
tral or Union Pacific is lo ho compar- 
ed with it. And tliosi? roads do not fail 
(io much, if I may use the term, in ilin 
ijuality.aa iu the quantity of the scen- 
ery. i''or at leftst 450 qiiles the scenery 
or. the Canadian Pacific is not only 
wtrikingly roagni'icent in height and 
grandeur, but is uim|)])roftahiiigly so, 
At first along the l''r:isi!r river there is 
this phenomenal cliaracti'i' to tlie sc(^n- 
crv that you an; at once in [)rairies 
nearly level with the sea, and yiit in 
juouiilftins five to sev(!U thousand feet 
high. These mountains, as in portions 
of the Rocky Range in Montana on the 
Northern Pacific, sjiring uj) skyward, 
.y|r|thofit foothijl suggostion of ascent or 
' preparatory step of climbing. And thoy 
rise not only fuU<si%ed, but in 



some of the hughest masses 1 have 
seen anywhere. Tho road winds be- 
tween mountains aed patches of jjrairio 
antl gontlu poplar, cottonwood aiul 
birch-lined river ' banks. But if one 
thinks the region, ^or this latter rea- 
son, pantoral Hiid Bylvan,'*h8" h'ab only 
to look up to see at OBce mountain 
sternness and majesty, snow covered 
summits and jjine, lir and cedar clad 
sides. There are no canons in these 
separate- rnoupl'ain masse.s. After five 
iioura^ of ' tfais' scenery, of mountain 
springing from plain, wo get into the 
Fraser River canon. The road is al- 
ways directly on tho river, and from 
300 to 700 feet above it, a {)ath having 
been cut out of the precipitous canon, 
the walls of, whioh.are 1,000 to 1,(JU0 
feef above tlie i^di The walls ace fn - 
quently so precijiitoua that there is un- 
doubtedly danger of snow and land- 
slides there, (Jno. such acciiUnt has al- 
ready occurred that wrecked a train. 
It was nearly full moonlight when we 
rode up this Frasbr canon. Its walls 
were black above and below. The water 
was only occasionally lightened with 
"white-loam flowers," for the Kraser is 
a de(ip, silent and svhirl|jool like river. 
Tlu^re is nothing attractive in its 
vTttlers creation, hut it is very striking 
in the elenients of grandeur. We fre- 
quently had views of mil?s of long 
dark , canon river reaches, the river he 
ing away below and. ibebind us. Tln se 
views reminded me of Captain Powell's 
views ill the narrow Colorado Kiver 
Canon, with its clear-cuL walls and al- 
most bottomless depths. 

Till-; t;Ki-:AT ALl'l^'!: iii-;(;io>.'. 
Hut liy far tho liiiest and wildest 
scenery on tho route was at and in tho 
vicinity ,of tbeif ammit 'of th^ middle 
range of the three crossed by ^th'e Can- 
adian Pacific — lha is, ill t' • Sclkh'k 
ATountains. One of the views near the 
summit was (juite equal to that of 
Mount lihiiic from Chaiuouni and even 
more suggestive of cloud-embracing 
heights of snowy loneliness and the 
majesty of forbidding cold and desola- 
tion. One summit was 5,000 and an- 
other 6,980 above us," riiettsrlred from 
below by traiigulation, for as yet no 
one has l.'eeii on either sunnnil. The 
one of least height had .several cone- 
like towers on its summits, and waa 
seamed with "couloirs," or deep and 
most steep avalaitche slides, against 
danger from which the road waft being 
protected liy slojiing snow-roo/s, hut- 
trBSsed and solidilietl with rock fillings 
of the most solid character. Five miles 
and a half of such structures are being 
built there. . ^ , ; 

Several glaciers are close to the 
road at this point, one of which ad- 
joins it. 

OANADA AS A NATION. 

Everybody knows that tbere\is such 
a country as Canada, but ' practically 

that is all the world knows of this 
country. Even in the United States, 
her nearest and ino.st intiinati) neigh- 
bor, all we know of Canada is tliat it 
is a largo colony, ljul really only a tag 
on the English nation. But the huihl- 
ing of this great hinhway, for a dis- 
tance of 'iiSDS mil' !, with Canadian 
money exclusively and wilh Canadian 
hihor, Canadian (exploration, Canadian 
engineering .science and Caniidinn 
muscle, entitles Canada to ho advanced, 
for the first time, into the family of 
nations. The Dominion of Canada now 
means the dominion of thia portion of 
tho Coutinont and the recognition and 
admiration of the world. Ah late aa 
1880 a Canadian poliiical leadi^r, a 
Mr. Mackenzie, asserted in the Doniin- 
ion Parliament that the building of this 
road would tax the resources of the 
British Empire and that Canada could 
never do the work. But she /tan done 
it and without a dollar's suhsidv from 
England. The work flagged and was 
on thu hrink of failnrr- repeat eilly, liut 
nioni-v, skill and pluck at length Iri- 
uiii))hed, The road cost a littio over 
$120,000,000. Thi^t the road will pay 
1 do not for a moment doubt. All such 
enterprises, in a virgin country and 
wilh an Anglo-Saxon population and 
growth, are bound to jiay. 

^;G0 KliUM .SAN rilANCISCO VIA CANADIAN 

i'acii-k; to nkw vouic. 
The fare from San l'"raiicisc(j to Ni'w 
Vork via Victoria and the Canadian 
Pacific was only $G0 when I left tho 
city. This small sum included cabin 
passage to Victoria and first-dlass pass 
ago on the cars to New York. This is 
an excessiviily low rate. I diil not get 
full ad van l;ige of it, for 1 canin over- 
land to Victoria at an extra cost of 
.■jlip, and without any deduction from 
tho through rato of $00. The local rate 
from Victoria to Montreal .fia;j|91. 
Whether the Canadian' Pacific in' this 
low through rate from San Francisco ia 
bidding for subsidy ami to heuglil 
oil' by tho (./'ctitral and Union Pacilic 
road.s, 1 cannot say; liul, in any <n'ent, 
Iiouo of the rciuda can any longer main- 
tain a higher through rati; than .^70 or 
.$75 for first class pansage. Tho Can- 
adian Paeillc riin^ sleeping and dining 
cars, ami each Kccond chihS car carries 
berthu like sleepers, without extra 
charge, the ])asH(ingor supplying liis 
own liediling. The meals on tho now 
route are decidedly superior to those 
on the 0. P. and TJ. P. roads. .1 asked 
Mr. Olds whether the ^QQ rate was 
likely to bo per?nBnont one. He said 
he did not know; that at present the 
road was a new one; that like all new 
roads it coulil not at onco expect lo 
make moueyj that the object of the 



company now was to'got the p'eoi)le to 
come and 8(!o the road and tho country 
and its scenery, whetlier they made 
any money, by currying them or not.

paity. Tlio fueling with which our east- 
ern friends go into an election coiitoBt is 
not understood hero whore party linos are 
not so closely drawn. There the voter ia 
either a conservative or a liberal, and is 
always prepared to wado throujih snow or 
mud, or about hliiistilf honrao, for his re 
«[>uctivo p.ivty, iinil its fortunes have (or 
liini II poracinul interost which we do not 
as yet realise. Doiihlioua the saino con- 
dition of atfuira will prevail hore in tho 
future. There can bo little doubt that 
the, proHpedlB for the present gorecnment's 
overth'row are not of ' the'brlghtest. Mr. 
Mowftt has been in power for many 
yours, and has ruahi-d tho elections 
upon tho country months before tho 
proper time ou tho absurd pica of 
Vt6e"' eilenaion of the franchise. 
Ha hav caught the enemy napping and 
Mr. llferediih, nay be considered badly 
handicapped in the present struggle. But 
yet elections are most uncertain, and it 
may well bo that "the little tyrant" has 
overstepped tho mark in his otTort to 
steal a march on his advorsuries. The 
'oppbsittb^' have formulated a platform 
which appeals to the best interests of 
Ontario; they have a capable and earnest 
leader, one who ia respected by all parties, 
and they may bo depondod on to make a 
plucky tight to tho finish. They hare 
candidates nomlnutad in nearly all tho 
constituencies, and oxpreas thonisolvos aa 
hopeful of a victory. The introduction of 
religious bitterness into tho election can 
only be regarded, with the deepest feeling 
of regret by all 13 vers of thiayoung country. 
In our oomparatiToly sparsely populated 
Dominion when unity at the present time 
means strength the division of the popu- 
lation by such causes as these is to be de- 
precated. A disagreeable issue has arisen 
between Father Coflfey, editor of tho 
Catholic Record, and the Toronto Mail. 
The latter publiahod letters purporting to 
havo boon written by the former and 
Archbishop Lynch, advising tho Catholio 
electors to support Hon. G. W. Ross for 
.niinltter of eduoation when he went to the 
country for election, whereupon Father 
Coffey makes an affidavit that the letters 
are forgeries and that ho had nothing what- 
aver to do with them. Tho Mail in its 
rejoinder affects to believe that the state- 
ment is incorrect, repeats the truth 
of its oharges, and calls upon 
the .Arohbiflhop or Father Coffey 
to take any legid action they may deem 
neoessary'in the premises, insinaatiiig.that 
it holds 'in itr posieraioa the ni^ewary' 
proofs should the occasion arise to use 
thorn in a libel suit. Such an incident as 
this is deplorable, and its influence can only 
bo for evil. It can only make the division 
between the groat creeds wider, and intens- 
ify the religious strife which is eating ont 
thoYitalsof the Dominion. It is difUoult 
to say where tho blame should bo laid, 
posaibly both parties havo many sins to 
answer for in this direction. We who live 
in this free .western land may well be thank- 
fol that reUgioBB intolerance lias no footing 
berc'^and it shonld be onr aim to prevent 
the religions ory Iroin stealing into pulitics. 
VTe have a lessoif before our eyea in the 
present state of public fcnlings in tho groat 
proyincoB of Ontaiio and (iuobeo.

C — Humphreys, solicitor, 
tostitied to an interview belwium LiAy 
Miles and Lord Canniboll, Lidy rtliloa 
threatened Lord Colin iiulo.s.^ ho willuirow 
his proceodiuga agaiuht. Lady CampliL'll 
she. Lady Miles, would iiroiluei^ I'viiionou 
against him.' Lord Colin, witiK'a.s s;ii(l, 
considered the proposida uii behalf of tho 
plaintiff aa madu through Lidy Miles 
diahoniirablo and iinuKirnl, and (loeliiicd 
to accede to them. L uly i\Iile.s thmi as- 
Bortod distinctly that tin act of cniolty 
had boon conuuitted by Lord Colin with 
Mary Watson. 

The Duke of Argyle was then called. 
Tho object of callfnif' him was; to hikire 
him state that he diaapprnved of 
the marriage of hia sou to plaintiff. 
Russell, counsel fiir Litly Oolin, pro- 
duced a letter dated AUf^.. 18S!J, Iroiu 
Lady Colin to witnuaa, in « li ch ahe de- 
tailed the caoso of liur dis ii^i coiiiont witii 
Lord Oolin, and ascribed hia tyranny «iid 
persistence in insisting in maintaining re- 
lationship with her despite (>f in-r opposi- 
tion. Tho duke'a reply waa tlial ho couaid- 
ered tho chargoa iio.iiiiat hia boh fulao, 
and believed that Lidy Ooliu's letter was 
part if a system to intimidate her hus- 
band, in& vitneas declined to 'bold any 
further correspondancQ with her. 

Davis, a detective, who wm on tho 
stand when the case was adjourned on 
Saturday, testiSed to shadowing Lady 
Colin Campbell and the Duko of Marl- 
borough in Paris. lie said he waa un- 
certain whether the tail gentleman he had 
seen (Talking with tlio plaiutiil' was 
Stewart, tho American millionaire, or 
not. Marlborou^^li stayed ut tho Hotel 
VVagrain. Witness never saw Lady Colin 
there. Several spies were keeping trace 
of Lady Colin at the same time. Un one 
occasion a sham letter waa addressed to 
her and delivered in a crumpled condition 
so as to look aa if it had boon picked up 
in the street. Witness handed tho lutter to 
plaintiff in order to gel a closo look 
at .hor in her room thut ho niii^ht kiiow 
her face and figure while uiinuuod in tlie 
task of followintr har. The i imc aucceoiled 
but witness learned nothing in tho inter- 
view." 

Annie Brawn, a servant, deposed to a 
visit made by General B.itler to Lidy 
Colin and his reuiaiiiiiiL; tluve hour.s. 
General Butler, on thia occasiau whi>n ke 
departed, ?vent down stairs on Ilia tip toe 
and lot himaolf out of tht. front door. 
Witness found a photograph of General 
Butler under Lady.Oalin'a pillow and 
spoke to Lord Oampbell about her. Wit- 
ness waa theroupnii diainisaed by Lidy 
Colin. Neptune Blood tlirow boots and 
baggage belonging to wituuas into the 
street. 

Watson, a cabman, teatiflad that once 
while he was carrying Lady Colin and a 
gentleman he watched them andaawtfaem 
oareaaing like lovers. Ltdy Colin's 

head waa reatincc on the i^tiiitieiiian's 
shoulder. Witness took ijlaintilf and lioi- 
male companion to a house on Brook 
street. He waited outside an hour and a 
half for Lady Colin to take"hSr h'citrie and 
then departed without her. 

Lord Colin tvaa ueil au'urii. Ilo te-iti- 
ded that he lirat iiii t hia >vif(! in tho 
month of ScptL-inbor, ISSU, at, Iiiverary, 
the chief seat of llui Argyle family 
in Scotland J the actjuaintancti soon result- 
ed in an engagement of marriacie. Ho 
next saw Miss Blood in London during 
October. At thia tiiiiu witness n-aa auf- 
feriiif^ from liatiihi. An oprratioii was 
porfornied upon liiiii, but it failed oti ac- 
count of the fever ho had, iind which was 
aggravated by anxiety i-e.apocting hia en- 
gagement. Ue was not suffering in any 
aoiiae from infectious dissaae. Miss Blood 
fro(|iiei)tly visited him. When ho was 
sent away on a vny;i:,'u Miau Blood sent 
him a Ic tier in evory mail. [ii April, 
J881, another oporatiori waa piirfdriiiod, 
but it was a failure. Uis fatliur'a oppusi 
tioii to his engagemont was at that tinui 
causing witness constant anxiety. ^N' t. 
ness knew before ho married that Miis 
Blood was acfpiaiiitud with tho Dnko of 
of Marlborotigli. (iho told witniias once 
she had boon ti).tho theatro with hor aia- 
ter and several others, inoludiiig the 
duke. Witness replied "I don't think 
you were in good' company," Witness 
did know Chief SIi;nv a Imi'^' tiino, but 
not (Jeneral Butler. WiloiMM waa mar- 
ried to Miaa Blood in ,Iuly, 1881. In llui 
(Jotober following tho dootors reluaeed liiin 
from the prohibition he had been under 
because of iiia malady, 

Lord Colin, continuini!, Hiiid lie Iieanl, 
while staying at Ari<y!u Lii.1l;o, liin iulli- 
or'a London roaideiicu, th:it llie Duke of 
Marlborough had called at thii loilge. 
tie said ho did not know the duke. 
Witness remouatrated with plnintilV for 
riding out with Chiof Shaw and alui bo - 
oamo violent' When witpeaa was ill at 
Uournoinouth Lady OoUalpft him without 
auaigning any roason, ' Sfie usually iliiiod 
(Hit, and gonerally fljiont hor time aivay. 
.She never coinplaiiiud to wiliieua that 
their relationa had any ill eileot on hor 
health. Witness liad a lon^j; talk with Iiiii 
wifo in DecomboT, 18SI, about tho Duke 
of Marlborough -and Chief Shaw. Jho 
thou promised they ihould not visit hor 
.my more. Witnoaa and plaintiff ceased 
thoir rolalions in Juuo, 1H8G. On tho 
afternoon of tho day th.at Lady ]\Iilna had 
an interview with dofendant. Lady Oolin 
came to witnoaa' room. Shu was crying, 
and ahe throw her arma about his nrok. 
Then sho burned before hia oyos a letter 
ho had uont hor through Lady Miloa, but 
made no mention of the face that she had 
kept a copy of it. fitness never odvisod 
her to use prooautioni against infection. 



In July, 1883, while slaying at -Zion 
House, witness asked plaintiff to spend 
tho nip,ht in his company, but she refuted.

AN EXFCRIRUBNTAL FABRI. 

Ariival'of Prol Saunders on a 
Tonr of Inspection. 

Prot. Wm. Saundjra^qhiof director of 
tho oxpi!rin40rit'ar'farm'""stationa of the 
Dominion, arrivod on Sunday night's 
atsamor aud registered at the Driard. 
Prof. Saundora ia known to many as 
being iu tho front of practical aciontiats. 
His work aa au oiitoniologiat ia known 
throughout this continent and in England. 
He has been very energetio iu making a 
Sne disjptlaytof PominiohiEUits and vege- 
tables at the Colonial exhibition. The 
fodoral governinent have uiado a wise 
selection iu placing hiiu in chnrt^o of the 
uuw work, HS he has shown in late years 
how thoroughly he is ^acquainted with the 
subjects with whidhlitni^ experimental 
stations will treat. 

A repreieutative of The Culonid called 
upon the professor last evouiug, and ho 
very pi "'untly answered all queries put 
to hint, 

Rop,— Will you ploaie state tho charac- 
ter of tho work you are engaged in i 

Prof. — I have been making a tour of 
tho Dominion for the purpose of enquir- 
ing into the condition of agriculture 
and agricultural needs in tho several 
provincej, and more especially with 
a view of ascertaining the most 
suitable locations for the proposed 
oxperimButal fartna to be eatabliahud by 
tho Dominion government. Tho aystem 
uf experimental farms ia to consist of a. 
central farm which has been purchased 
near Ottawa to serve as an experimental 
farm for Ontario and Quebec, one jointly 
to serve tho intoroata of the maritime pro- 
vinces, one for tho province of Manitoba, 
one for the Nortli-we.nt torritorloa, and 
one for British Columbia, all tlio nutlyiiij^ 
stations to be under the direction of the 
central station at Ottawa. In each of 
these farms it is the intention of the gov- 
ernment to carry ou exporiiuoutid work 
ill all tho ditl'oreut branchoa of agricul- 
ture, horticulture, stock raising, etc., de- 
voting apocial attantlpn to those features 
of the work moat important in the several 
provinces. 

Kep. — What is the object of your visit 
to British Oolumbial 

Prof. — Tlio object of my present visit is 
to usc'irtain in what diatricta auitablo 
laud for the purpose ctiu bo found and to 
acquire information concerning the rela- 
tive advantages of the several sections ao 
that I may be able on my return to ;'iivo 
auoh information to the government as 
will enable them to determine in what 
district the farms may be established, so 
aa to snnfor the greatest beqefiftipon tho 
province. 

Rep. — Ihivo you progrrssed with your 
inquiry I 

Prof. Today— I have been visiting 
several farms within the neighbornood of 

Victoria, and to morrow I go to Cuwichau 
ti> exumino that section of the island, and 
oil the f(dlowini< day to Nanaimo. (Jn 
Thursday 1 will go over and examiiio the 
lauds ou the delta of tho Fraaer and 
other farming districts on the mainland, 
leaving for the east on Sunday. 

Kep. — How do you like the Pacific 
slope ? 

Prof. S. — I have been delighted with 
my visit so far, and have been enjoying 
tho mildness of the climate which 
is in contrjMt with tho frigid 
character of tho north-west. From 
what I have seen of this island 
I think it must become'' a"very im- 
portant fruit growing district in the near 
future since all the more important fruits 
auccoed ao well and boar so abundantly. 
The coast cliinato, it seems to me, is 
especially adapted to mixed fanning and 
fruit culture. 

Jtep. — Will this bo your final visit ? 

Prof. S. — After tho locntiun of tho 
farm has been 6ied by tho guvoriiniont 
another visit will be neceaaary to aoloct 
tho special farm fur tho purpose. 'I'hia 
selection, it ia expected, will be made 
during tho coming summer.

Only to those who have traveled in the 

interior in the old dnya, or in these latter 
days away from tho linu of railway, have 
any idea of thu quantity of material and 
atock used, tho extent of ground covered, 
or the service rondorod to the interior of 
tho Province by tho British Columbia 
Ex'presa Oo's stage lines. In the old days 
of the sixties when nothing but a aix- 
horso team ulartod out there Wits a daah 
and excitement about the dopaHuro of a 
stage, with a heavy load of inside and 
outside psssengersl^' Tho driver gathered 
hjs aix lines W,hapd^ cf'»cked ..hia whip- 
there waL'a'rearing and plunging of ani- 
mals; but a few welU directed cuts hero 
and there straightened them out, and 
they daahed away in a cloud of dust. 
Then tho ataging waa cDiitinuoua night 
aiul day, and tho trip from Yale to Bar- 
korville waa CO' crod in a wook, whoroaa 
now, with one hundred miles cut ofl', it 
takes from Monday morning until late 
Friday night to travel from Ashproft to 
tho famous mining town, But the con- 
dition of thinga is changed — there is little 
travel to the gold liulda, and roaults have 
fallen off until now a fcuir-horso stage, to 
Quoauulle and a two-horse Btiigo to Bar- 
kurvillo oucu per week is tho service ren- 
dered aud douiandod. This would bo 
otherwise but for the fikot that the' mail 
Bubaidy has been reduced' until it is 
almoet impoBaiblo to carry out tho service. 
However, there ia now tho proapect of a 
revival in mining mattuia aud perhaps 
thu old Btigus that h.'xve dune such good 
aerviou and ara capable uf doing more 
will again be brought into use. ' 

Before the iron horse st irtled the oaS- 
ons of tho Fraser and Thompson river 
with itH shriek iho stages ran from Yale 
to B irkorvillo a diatanco of ;!71 miles — 
this has now been reduced to 1^71 miles. 
The large amount of capital invested, and 
the Aums annually paid out for ruuning 
tho concern may be gathered from a few 
figures which pur traveling correspondent 
elicited when on his tour over the road 
from Afihcroft to liarkurville. There are 
liftoon stations on the road whore changea 
of horaea are made. To draw the various 
passenger and freight stages from eighty 
to one hundred hursos aro used according 
to tho state of tho road.n, there being 
complete sets of harnuaa for each team. 
Two dozen cuacheB and "nuHi'uiio are the 
properly of the company, a few net now 
in uae since the leaaening of tho luileage. 
About '& men are employed as drivers, 
station agents. iBtc., and goCd wages paid 
and good work required. The amount 
paid for wages ia i^'Ji'ijOOO nniiually. An 
eiiunii'iuB (|iiaiiliiy of grain ia coiiauined, 
thu auin rei|uirud tor thia one item being 
about i;'J,OUO per month or Ijat), 000 yearly. 
Thuru are the itoma uf wagon and harneaa 
repairs, horse shoeiue, and a hundred 
niiscollaineciuB expenses looting, up with 
large totala. The greatest economy is 
studied and practiaed in detail and every 
posaiblo means is ulili/.ed to increase 
freight and paaiioiiger Irallio, while no 
stone ia left uiiturnnd that will add effi- 
ciency to thu service it increase satisfac- 
tion to the patrons. Last year passenger 
rates wuro reduced, and a Bystuni of fast 
freight stages other than express put on 
so as to deliver large lots quickly and 
cheaply. The cupital invested will foot 
up to over i-'70,00(), while tho annual total 
expenditure will reach fully $(;5,000. 

At several of the stations tho company 
have large fields fur cutting hay, while at 
tho 134 Mile HousS at Ijbiei hMd ptlia^. 
Hacho they have one of the prettiest 
ranches in the valluy. It ia here that thu 
horses aro wintered, the atorus kept, har- 
ness made and repaired, and the largest 
business uf thu company outside of Aati- 
croft carried ou. The great amount of 
grain conauined is altogether supplied 
by tho raticheirs, to whom the 
company ia their best markot. In fact, 
tho ciinipany aa a v.hule forma an im- 
portant factor in tin; i;oiit>ral proapority of 
tho interior, and without the large annual 
sum disbursed directly or indirectly many 
of the interior faiiiicra and innkeepers 
would greatly sufl'ur. It ia a well-known 
fact tlmt lliu tligo and expreaa businuis 
dots not bring in very inucli over thu out- 
lay, and were it nut for tho facilities 
owned by the cnnipiuiy it would probably 
have been discoiitiiiuud . The mail aub- 
aidy has been reduced to so limited an 
amount that it is only by the most rigid' 
economy that tho servicu is maintained 
to its present eNcelleiit .-itaiuiiinl. Whotiur 
it ia during thu rainy aeiiann, or with the 
thermometer registjring 50 deg. bolow 
/.eri), the mail hua seldom been late, and 
no mishap of any kind has ever occurred 
to it. Tne'delivery of mail matter along 
the route is made by the drivers to the 
variouii ranches, horo and there aaaiatod 
by local puatmaHterH, and thu service thus 
rendered has given uiiiforin uitiafaction. 
It ia in tho interests of tho progreaa of the 
interior that thu mail aurvico bu contiuuud 
to ita present othcioncy, and it ia urged 
upon tho Dominion authorities that a 
grant sulticient to keep up a four-horse 
weekly atiigu, as now, be niado whun thu 
cdiitriicl. now boin;,' carried out has ex- 
pired. The routu is aloug tho main trunk 
highway of tho province, and without the 
stago company's pruaonce tho progress of 
settleniout would be greatly 'retarded and 
that already accoiupliahed jeopardized. 
If tho amount ia not increaaed, or if it 
ia lessoned, thu pi(ib:iliility is that tbe 
worthy reaidonts of tho inturior may have 
their mail matter carried on horse-buck, 
and thus be seriously inconvenienced and 
injured.

Coalos ia agent at Clinton, wliuro a tri- 
wuukly mail is given. Mr. James Mor- 
rison has charge of the 134, and louka 
after the company's interests to the buHt 
advantiigo. At (jueBiiidlo iVIr. Jaa. iluid, 
M. P., ia tlioir aj^unt. 'I'ho ruuto frcji.i 
this point to Barliervillu is by contract 
with W. W. Podd, and it could not be in 
safer hands. At Barkervillo Mr. Jas, 
Siono is tho aguni, and is also postnmetor 
and telugraphor, in which posUions he 
gives entire aatiafaction to kia omployors 
ami the public. 

Thodrivora iiro careful, cdurleuua and 
pleasant, and the journey is made mure 
agreeable by their general desire to ntake 
it BO.
